Population growth east and north 
in the district has made it impera­ 
tive that school facilities be pro­ 
vided closer to the center of that 
area. 


2—Is the Foundry rd. building 
economically designed or is it full 
of frills and fancy work which cost 
the taxpayers loo much money ? 
Construction cost figures show' 
that the district will be getting a 
real bargain in its new building.

THE 8-FLOOR structure will in­ 
clude 3 study halls. 54 classrooms, 
offices, library, 
6 laboratories; 
rooms for music, 
homemak ing, 
girls’ physical education, arts and 
crafts, and industrial arts; cafe­ 
teria to serve 800 at one time; 
k itchen, boiler room, lock er rooms, 
field house, and counselor’s and 
nurses’s offices. 
To be constructed of brick , the 
building’s design is ultra-modem, 
plain and simple exterior with no 
fancy w'ork or pillars to hik e cost. 
Here is a comparison of school 
construction costs between Foun­ 
dry rd. and other suburbs w'hich 
erected new schools recently.

Voters Approve 


New Park By 


4-1 Vote 


Voters approved the $675,000 bond 
issue for the improvement of a 
new southwest side park in Arling­ 
ton Heights last Saturday by a 4-1 
majority. 
Final count showed a total of 810 
votes in favor of 180 against the 
improvement. 
THE 23 ACRE PARK is bound­ 
ed by Grove st. on the north, Fer­ 
nandez on the east, Fairview on 
the south and Kennicott on 
the 
west. It will be improved with a 
swimming pool, the same size as 
the one in Recreation Park , a field 
house, tennis courts, 
4 
baseball 
fields and an outdoor amphithe­ 
atre. 
The site was already owned by 
the park district and none of the 
appropriation will have , to be used 
to pay for that land, but a small 
portion of the money will be used 
to purchase 2 small neighborhood 
park s and to improve 
3 
other 
neighborhood park s already own­ 
ed by the park district. 
Work on the new swimming pool 
will begin immediately and it is 
hoped it will be ready for use next 
summer. 


Seek Approv ol to Build 2nd 
School on Foundry Road 


With ballo ting o n the pro po sed seco nd Arlingto n Heights 
high scho o l building to be held this Saturday , the bo ard o f 
educatio n has called upo n all v o ters in the district fo r sup­ 
po rt. The pro po sitio n, to build and finance a seco nd high 
scho o l building o n Fo undry rd. no rth o f Mt. Pro spect, is the 
seco nd step in an o v erall pro gram to meet the critical en­ 
ro llment situatio n in the high 
scho o l. 
, 
The first step, an additio n 
to the present building was 
appro v ed by the v o ters last 
February by appro x imately 7 
to 1. Both steps in the program 
were endorsed by a citizens’ lay 
advisory committee representing 
all parts and interests within the 
district. 
* * * 
IN URGING acceptance of the 
program by voting “Yes” this 
Saturday, the board pointed out 
that prevention of a recurrance 
of the double shift program now 
existing in the high school was 
not only important to the par­ 
ents of students to be affected 
in coming years, but essential to 
the welfare of the entire com- 
--------------- 
munity. The rapid and continu- problems of the next few years. 


ing growth of population in the 
2 township .areas covered by the 
high school district is such that 
any set back in the building pro­ 
gram would mak e a continuance 
of the present educational pro­ 
gram virtually impossible. 
At the same, the size of the 
district and its growth in prop­ 
erty value will help to minimize 
the cost of the project to the in­ 
dividual. The completed building, 
equipment and site development 
is to cost $3,500,000, but in the 
highest year, 1958, will add only 
$2.17 per thousand of assessed 
valuation of the tax bill. 
In closing its information cam­ 
paign, the board stated, “This if 
a sound program, both education­ 
ally and financially. Its approval 
by the voters will enable this dis­ 
trict to meet with confidence the

Power Is Key To Statute, 
Ordinance Manager Plans 


What is the difference between v illage manager by o rdi­ 
nance and by statute? 
That was a questio n raised this week by v o ters o f Ar­ 
lingto n Heights who will be asked No v ember 1 9 to v o te o n 
a v illage manager by statute. 
Since July , 1 95 4 , the v illage has had a manager by o rdi­ 
nance. 
But actio n taken by the v il­ 
lage bo ard to repeal the o rdi­ 
nance pro mpted citizens to pe­ 
titio n co unty co urt to ho ld a 
referendum o n the questio n. 
• * • 
WHICH IS WHICH? 
Some of the 1,310 council-man- 
ager communities in the United 
States and Canada adopted the 
manager form of government by 
the passage of a local ordinance 
without a voter referendum. This 
is v^liat Arlington Heights did last 
year. 
However, in the large majority 
of communities the question of 
switching to the manager system 
was decided by the electorate. 
In nearly all communities, the 
manager serves at the will of the 
village board or city council. 
BASICALLY, council-man a g e r 
government is quite similar in 
structure to the organization of 
an>' large corporation. 
Although the exact form of gov­ 
ernment varies slightly from one 
community to another, all councU- 
manager municipalities have cer­ 
tain things in common: 
1—A short ballot with few elec­ 
tive officers and all of them im­ 
portant enough to attract full pub­ 
lic scrutiny. 
2—A small council in which is 
vested all the city’s legislative 
powers. 
3—A single professional chiei 


executive in charge of all munici­ 
pal affairs and responsible to the 
council. 
THE BOARD’S position is simi­ 
lar to that of the board of direc­ 
tors of a large business, while the 
village manager’s function is com­ 
parable to that of the general man­ 
ager, who oversees th„ various de­ 
partmental operations of the com­ 
pany. 
Arlington Heights has been oper­ 
ating under the ordinance system, 
as have Deerfield, Glencoe. Glen­ 
view, Hinsdale, 
Kenilworth, La 
Grange, Maywood. Park Forest, 
Park Ridge. Riverside. Westchest­ 
er. Western Springs, Wilmette and 
Winnetk a. 
This system provides for the hir­ 
ing and firing of a village manager 
and the continuance of the man­ 
ager plan all at the discretion of 
village trustees. Citizens have no 
direct control only insofar as they 
elect trustees. 
THE VILLAGE manager under 
the ordinance system can only 
spend up 
to $500 
without 
the 
board’s approval. If put in by ref­ 
erendum, he could 
spend any 
amount up to the full amount of 
the appropriation ordinance with- 
out the board’s approvai 
The ordinance method provides 
that the chief of police, village 
treasurer, and fire chief must be 
hired and fired by board action. If 
under the referendum system, the 
village manager could do this with­ 
out the boardji approval. 


By ordinance method, the board 
can repeal the village manager 
plan at anv time. By referendum, 
another referendum would have to 
be held to abolish the village man­ 
ager system. 
The statute system, of course, 
places full control over the man­ 
ager form in the hands of the elec­ 
torate. 
« « « 
IF ARLINGTON Heights voters 
approve the managerial form by 
statute, it would tak e effect upon 
the date of -the next general elec­ 
tion at which the mayor or council- 
men are elected. The village board 
could mak e it tak e effect imme­ 
diately after adoption by ordi­ 
nance. 
Since the village board has al­ 
ready tak en initial steps to repeal 
the manager ordinance, the village 
would have to wait until April, 
1957, before it could hire a man­ 
ager provided the voters approved 
the referendum.

Trustee Forrest Davis Tuesday 
labeled a challenge to debate with 
Trustee Robert Bishop “a grand­ 
stand play for publicity.” 
He refused to accept the chal­ 
lenge. 
“Such a debate,” writes Davis in 
the Fence Post this week , ‘‘would 
certainly 
not 
attract 
a 
dozen 
people. A more reasonable proce­ 
dure would be to invite a panel 
discussion with equal representa­ 
tion on both sides of the issue.” 
Bishop had ask ed Davis to de­ 
bate with him on village manager 
government for Arlington Heights. 
Residents will vote November 19 
on a referendum to provide the 
village with the new form of gov­ 
ernment. 
“The question of changing our 
form of government to managerial 
by statute should never be re­ 
solved on the basis of personali­ 
ties,” explained Davis. “If any 
official is 'undesirable, he can be 
voted out at the next election. The 
issue 
before us 
is 
“Shall 
we 
adopt the 
managerial 
form of 
government?” We can not vote it 
out before 1961 (4 years from the 
next municipal election) which is 
4 years from April, 1957. That is 
law.” 
Although admitting that there 
was a need for streamlining the 
municipal operation, Davis 
re­ 
affirmed his belief that “a change 
in our form of government will not 
cure any existing ü ls.”

Power Is Key To Statute, 
Ordinance Manager Plans 


What is the difference between village manager by ordi­ 
nance and by statute? 
That w'as a question raised this week by voters of Ar­ 
lington Heights who w ill be asked November 19 to vote on 
a village manager by statute. 
Since July, 1954, the village has had a manager by ordi­ 
nance. 
But action taken by the vil­ 
lage board to repeal the ordi­ 
nance prompted citizens to pe­ 
tition county court to hold a 
referendum on the question. 


WHICH IS WHICH? 
Some of the 1,310 council-man- 
ager communities in the United 
States and Canada adopted the 
manager form of government by 
the passage of a local ordinance 
without a voter referendum. This 
is wliat Arlington Heights did last 
year. 
However, in the large majority 
of communities 
the 
question 
of 
switching to the manager system 
was decided by the electorate. 
In nearly all communities, the 
manager serves at the will of the 
village board or city council. 
B.ASIC.4LL1, councU-man a g e r 
government is 
quite similar in 
structure to the organization of 
an>’ large corporation. 
Although the exact form of gov­ 
ernment varies slightly from one 
community to another, all council- 
manager municipalities have cer­ 
tain things in common: 
1—A short ballot with few elec­ 
tive officers and all of them im­ 
portant enough to attract full pub­ 
lic scrutiny, 
2—A small council in which is 
vested all 
the 
city’s 
legislative 
pow’ers. 
3—A idngle prafessianai chiel 


executive in charge of all munici­ 
pal affairs and responsible to the 
council. 


THE BOARD’S position is simi­ 
lar to that of the board of direc­ 
tors of a large business, while the 
village manager’s function is com­ 
parable to that of the general man­ 
ager, who oversees th» various de­ 
partmental operations of the com­ 
pany. 
Arlington Heights has been oper­ 
ating under the ordinance system, 
as have Deerfield, Glencoe. Glen­ 
view, 
Hinsdale, 
Kenilworth, 
La 
Grange, Maj'wood, Park Forest, 
Park Ridge, Riverside, W’estchest- 
er. Western Springs, Wilmette and 
Winnetka, 
This system provides for the hir­ 
ing and firing of a village manager 
and the continuance of the man­ 
ager plan all at the discretion of 
village trustees. Citizens have no 
direct control only insofar as they 
elect trustees. 


'THE VILLAGE manager under 
the ordinance 
system 
can 
only 
spend up 
to 
without 
the 
board’s approval. If put in by ref­ 
erendum, 
he 
could 
spend 
any 
amount up to the full amount of 
the appropriation ordinance with­ 
out the board’s approvaL 
The ordinance method provides 
that the chief of police, village 
treasurer, and fire chief must be 
hired and fired by board action. If 
under the referendum system, the 
village manager could do this with­ 
out the boardy approvai. 


By ordinance method, the board 
can repeal the 
village 
manager 
plan at any time. By referendum, 
another referendum would have to 
be held to abolish the village man­ 
ager system. 
The statute system, of course, 
places full control over the man­ 
ager form in the hands of the elec­ 
torate.

Parents are being called to task 
this week for not checking to see 
that the bike their youngster 
is 
riding is in good repair, safety 
wise, or making sure their child 
knows the ‘Rules of the Road” be­ 
fore venturing out on the streets 
with their bikes. 
In a recent safety check of bikes 
at Arlington Heighth schools, con­

Bikes must pass a safety test in or­ 
der to get a bike license. 
Several bike-auto accidents have

bike did not ride it properly or 
give the correct signals in making 
a turn. 
It is the parents’ duty to 
see his child knows the rules, which 
are the same for a bike rider as 
an autoist, before he is allowed 
to take it out in traffic. 
"Autoists, on the other hand, 
should respect the bike rider’s sig­ 
nal as he would another motor­ 
ists,” warned Chief of Police Carl

been “ More Than Meets the Ey e” in the per­ 
forman ce by the Palatin e Play ers, but the visual result was a valian t 
attem pt to resurrect dead m aterial. Certain ly this pla> was an in ade­ 
q uate vehicle for the well-kn own abilities of these actors. 
The sto ry rev o lv es aro und Stanley Nicho ls, a struggling y o ung 
writer, who to ps fam e and fo rtune with his children’s sto ries under 
the pen name o f Grandma I^ettie. 
When “ she” is v o te< “ grand­ 
mo ther o f the y ear,” Stanley is fo rced to imperso nate her fo r the 
benefit o f his unwitting publisher and asso rted jo urnalistic charac­ 
ters. The publisher pro po ses to “ her,” members o f the fo urth es­ 
tate beco me suspicio us, and marital relatio ns beco me strained. 
He finally admits the true identity o f Grandma and is reco gnized 
fo r the go o d writer he is. 
In general, the play is a wo rdy takeo ff 
o n “ Charley ’s Aunt.” 
Jim McGahan , as Stan ley , g ave n eeded comic relief when im per­ 
son atin g Gran dma. 
We had the impression his performan ce would 
have seemed more con vin cin g with a better script. 


As his wife, Glady s Kuhn waded dilig en tly throug h a morass of 
lin es, that effectively preven ted her g ivin g creden ce to the part. 
Mary Francis Co wnier gav e a humo ro us and pro fessio nal ren­ 
ditio n o f Maud, the maid. 
With her many well-timed entrances, 
she did much to keep the play mo v ing. 
The teen -ag ers were portray ed by Clois Jen sen an d Larry Brewer in 
a techn ically acceptable m an n er, an d late in the plav they caug ht a 
spark that carried con viction to their roles. 
This sam e spark would 
have helped Nan cy Cameron as Nora, the n eig hbor, but she resig n ed 
herself to a colorless ren dition of a than kless part. 
Easy o n the ey es was Bo nnie Kirby , Life magazine repo rter, 
who co uld— and did— mo del fashio ns elegantly . 
She wasn’t co n­ 
v incing as a repo rter, but who cares? Her pho to g partner was 
characterised well by Leo n Stev ens, who unfo rtunately failed to 
pro ject so me o f his few clev er lines. 
Jim Bon steel w-as con vin cin g as the stodg y publisher. His proposal 
to Gran dm a was the comic hig hlig ht of the play . 
The single set was tastefully designed. Ho wev er, the mechanical 
presentatio n was hampered by unifo rmly bright flat illuminatio n 
and the few attempts at lighting v ariatio n were awkward. 
When we en tered the excellen t auditorium used by the Play ers, we 
were g iven a prog ram that, for artistry an d con ten t, rivaled the best 
we have received at loop theatres. 
Copies of the publication should 
be sen t to all such theatre g roups as a model of competen ce. 
We were first nighters, 
Perhaps the blue pencil was used 
diligently to delete the dead wo o d befo re the nex t perfo rmance. 
Ho wev er, it is perhaps appro priate that at this time o f the y ear we 
reco gnize the material fo r what it is—a turkey !

A dinner of roast quail is a per­ 
fect end to an 
afternoon

hunting over the dogs and an o y s-1 
ter-mushroom 
stuffing

Such a stuffing is simple to make. 
Merely fill the cavity with whole 
oysters (which have been sprink­ 
led lightly with salt and pepper) 
and button mushrooms. Sew the 
opening with a few loops of thread 
or skewer with a toothpick. Some 
persons use the oysters just as 
they come from the container but 
I prefer rinsing them under w^ater 
first.

Better Understanding Goal 


Of Farm-City Meetings

Co nfusio n and l a c k o f under­ 
standing may be the best way to 
identify the 
po sitio n 
o f 
feeling 
existing between' farm and city 
residents o f this co unty, state and 
natio n. We have just co mpleted a 
week o f effo rt o n a natio n wide 
basis to impro ve this situatio n. 
During farm-city week peo ple 
met o n co mmo n gro und aro und a 
luncheo n table and eLsewhere in 
an effo rt to arrive at a better 
understanding o f what happens o n 
the o ther side o f this questio n. 
Peo ple in all walks o f life were 
striving to separate the facts fro m 
the many ideas and o pinio ns which 
exist and hinder the truth fro m 
being kno wn by all. 
IT IS GOOD to have co ncentrat­ 
ed effo rts o n such a questio n but 
it sho uld no t sto p here. Individuals 
everyw’here must strive to kno w 
the full facts co ncerning the ques- 


lo n. 
It is just recently that figures 
have beco me available o n the in­ 
creased price o f farm land. This 
is true — but it is no t true that 
the talk abo ut the ro ugh eco no mic 
situatio n o f farms is false. Prices 
farmers receive fo r their co m­ 
mo dities are do wn and the mar­ 
gins are very narro w» . It is partial­ 
ly because o f this that the price o f 
land has increased. 
HOW HAS this happened? Many 
farmers need mo re land to make 
their o peratio n mo re efficient. This 
has acco unted fo r 1/3 to 2/5 o f 
all l a nd purchases in 19 54-55. 
Easier credit has been po ssible in 
so me areas. Cro p pro spects lo o k­ 
ed go o d up to the end o f July . In 
so me areas business and pro fes­ 
sio nal men have been impo rtant 
buyers. 
Finally, it is necessary in every 
case to lo o k farther than the situa­ 
tio n itself. Lo o k fo r and evaluate 
the causes.

Trees frequently have su -idal 
tendencies. 
They so metimes strangle them­ 
selves with girdling ro o ts. 
A girdling ro o t is o ne that wraps 
aro und the base o f the trunk o r 
aro und ano ther ro o t instead o f 
gro wing o utward as it sho uld. As 
it increases in diameter, it presses 
mo ire tightly until circulatio n 
may be cut o ff, acco rding to D. B. 
Magruder, field representative o f 
Davey Tree Expert Co . 
Girdling ro o ts may 
develo p 
either abo ve o r belo w the gro und. 
Tho se abo ve gro und are quite 
o bvio us. Belo w gro und they are 
difficult to lo cate, but the results 
can be seen abo ve gro und, even 
tho ugh the actual girdling canno t. 
Perio dic examinatio n fo r this 
tro uble is advisable, especially in 
the case o f yo ung trees that have 
been gro wing fo r several years 
o n small lo ts o r under o ther re­ 
stricted co nditio ns. 
Po ssible indicatio ns o f girdling 
ro o ts are po o r leaf gro wth; early 
defo liatio n; sparse cro wn develo p­ 
ment, particularly o n o ne side; 
undersized leaves; frequent sco r­ 
ching and o ther characteristics o f 
po o r circulatio n.

Confusion and l a c k of under­ 
standing may be the best way to 
identify the 
position 
of 
feeling 
existing between' farm and city 
residents of this county, state and 
nation. We have just completed a 
week of effort on a nation wide 
basis to improve this situation. 
During farm-city week 
people 
met on common ground around a 
luncheon table and elsewhere in 
an effort to arrive at a better 
understanding of what happens on 
the other side of this question. 
People in all w’alks of life were 
striving to separate the facts from 
the many ideas and opinions which 
exist and hinder the truth from 
being known by all. 
IT IS GOOD to have concentrat­ 
ed efforts on such a question but 
it should not stop here. Individuals 
everywhere must strive to know 
the full facts concerning the ques- 


lon. 
It is just recently that figures 
have become available on the in­ 
creased price of farm land. This 
is true — but it is not true that 
the talk about the rough economic 
situation of farms is false. Prices 
farmers receive 
for their 
com­ 
modities are down and the m ar­ 
gins are very narrow’. It is partial­ 
ly because of this that the price of 
land has increased. 
HOW HAS this happened? Many 
farmers need more land to make 
their operation more efficient. This 
has accounted for 1/3 to 2/5 oi 
all l a n d purchases in 1954-55. 
Easier credit has been possible in 
some areas. Crop prospects look­ 
ed good up to the end of July. In 
some areas business and profes­ 
sional men have been important 
buyers. 
Finally, it is necessary in every 
case to look farther than the situa­ 
tion itself. Look for and evaluate 
the causes.

Magruder, field representative of 
Davey Tree Expert Co. 
Girdling 
roots 
may 
develop 
either above or below the ground. 
Those 
above 
ground 
are 
quite 
obvious. Below ground they are 
difficult to locate, but the results 
can be seen above ground, even 
though the actual girdling cannot. 
Periodic 
examination 
for this 
trouble is advisable, especially in 
the case of young trees that have 
been growing for several years 
on small lots or under other re­ 
stricted conditions. 
Possible indications of girdling 
roots are poor leaf growth; early 
defoliation; sparse crown develop­ 
ment, particularly on one side; 
undersized leaves; frequent scor­ 
ching and other characteristics of 
poor circulation.

Arlington Plant 
Breeder To Be Honored 
Chicago Horticultural society, at 
its annual meeting Monday, No­ 
vem ber 14. at 2 p.m., at its m eet­ 
ing hall. 116 S. Michigan ave., will 
honor some of the nation’s lead­ 
ing plant breeders, who will in­ 
clude Carl Klehm, Algonquin rd., 
Arlington Heights. 
Few people recognize what plant 
breeders do in order to produce 
a finer variety of a flower or vege­ 
table. By extensive study of exist­ 
ing varieties, a plant breeder de­ 
cides upon certain “parents” and 
grows a num ber of these varie­ 
ties. As they burst into flower, 
he transfers pollen from one par­ 
ent to the pistil of the other, often 
protecting th§ flower from con­ 
tam ination by bees or other in­ 
sects, and gives care to the plant 
until seed is formed. Detailed re­ 
cords are kept of each cross, and 
the resulting 
seeds 
are planted 
next season to determine the re ­ 
sult. 
Carl Klehm is a m em ber of a 
family long known as outstanding 
peony growers, and has won for 
himself a commanding respect in 
the development of new peony var­ 
ieties. Among these are “ Em m a 
K I e h rn.”

“Including 
summer 
jobs, at 
least three-fourths of the students 
attending the University of Illinois 
earn part to all of their college 
expenses,” says dean Gerald W. 
Peck, who has directed student 
employment here for 18 years. 
“More than half the students 
have some sort of job during the 
school year,” he says. New place­ 
ments run about 5,500 a year, but 
many of the 18,000 students on this 
campus having once been placed 
return to the same jobs year af­ 
ter year. 
Some 2,000 men have meal jobs, 
working as waiters, dishwashers, 
or other helpers during meal hours 
and getting their ow7n meals in re­ 
turn. This saves one of the largest 
items of student expense.

A lot 
of thought and hard work must be 
combined with skill to make the 
completed paintings under the best 
of conditions. This Saturday was a 
nasty day to work outside, and you 
are all commended for finishing 
the job in spite of the cold, driving 
rain. 
Everyone of the 210 windows was 
checked bv the judges, even those 
not located in the center of town, 
and the range and originality of 
themes was 
surprising. 
Contests 
which occur every year are a chal­ 
lenge 
to 
the 
imagination to 
create new themes. 
As described in your instructions 
and the press, each window was 
judged on these four points: 
Originality, Quality of drawing, 
Composition, 
Over-all 
attractive­ 
ness. 
To keep the scoring perfectly 
fair, points 
were 
deducted 
for 
paint spills, cans and debris left 
at or near the scene of the work. 
Judges did not refer to the list 
ings showing names of students and 
schools during the scoring: win­ 
dows were identified and rated by 
number only until all entries had 
been judged.

I feel that since the citizens of 
Arlington Heights shall vote on 
city manager under the provisions 
of the state statute very soon, one 
important point should be made. 
That is, if the referendum carries 
Nov. 19, Arlington Heights w i l l 
have a new “form” of government. 
To best explain this I ii parallel 
the situation to the federal gov­ 
ernment. Every four years the na­ 
tion changes its government, not 
the “form / just the people in it. 
What is being attempted here is 
to change the “form.” Imagine a 
senator in Washington being re­ 
lieved of his committee member­ 
ship, or a representative in Spring­ 
field having to hand over requests 
or complaints from his constitu­ 
ents to another person for action, 
if any. If the “form” is changed 
our trustees will lose their com­ 
mittee responsibility and sacrifice 
IOO per cent administrative auth­ 
ority. The city manager s o l e l y 
will decide whether requests 
or 
complaints have basis and his de­ 
cision can’t be changed by any­ 
one, not even the mayor. 
* 
* 
* 
UNDER THE STATUTE form of 
city manager the major loses the 
right to recommend appointment 
of 
department 
heads 
and 
any 
board or local improvements. The 
board of trustees loses its balanc­ 
ing factor to study the m ajor’s 
recommendations and approve or 
disapprove his appointments. 
In 
other words 
the 
city 
manager 
ONLY has complete control 
of 
appointments and administration. 
His word is final and he “doesn’t 
have to consult anyone about any­ 
thing.” 
That briefly is just ONE aspect 
of the change in “form” of govern­ 
ment asked by the proponents to 
the statute. 
I doubt that the people of Arling­ 
ton Heights will favor a “form” 
which tends to subordinate elect­ 
ed officials to that of an appoint­ 
ed official . . . we wonder. I also 
doubt that the citizens of Arling­ 
ton Heights will want to throw off 
the balance between elected execu­ 
tives and the elected legislature as 
so defined in the Constitution of 
the United States.

I read with a great deal of in­ 
terest the 
‘few facts” which our 
Arlington Heights village trustee. 
Forrest F. Davis, submitted in his 
iettt.i appearing 
in 
the 
“Fence 
Pos* ’ Thursday, October 20. 
in 
support ol his opposition to the 
adoption of '.he citv n . rtg er form 
of 
government 
for 
Arlington 
Heights. Having had the opportun­ 
ity to pbserve first hand the de­ 
velopment of the 
cicv 
n anager 
movement in Illinois ann knowing 
how it is operating in a number 
of communities, I would Eke to 
comment on some 
his state­ 
ments which certainly lead to dis­ 
torted and 
incorrect 
conclusions 
regarding this form of government. 
Mr. Davis stated that in the 
event the managerial form of gov­ 
ernment is adopted it is in effect 
a contract which will not permit 
a change in our form of local gov­ 
ernment until 1961. This may be 
true, but there is nothing unusual 
in permitting a new form cl gov­ 
ernment an 
opportunity 
to 
get 
properly established and to prove 
itself capable of doing an adequate 
job. This principle is recognized in 
the term of office given to elected 
officials. We must keep in mind, 
however, that the city manager 
cannot take refuge in this princi 
pie. It is not for him; he has no 
term of office and under the stat­ 
ute can be discharged at any time 
Trustee 
Davis 
says 
that 
the 
managerial form of government 
appears to be the most expensive 
type of government yet devised 
and cities in support I hereof that 
in six communities smaller 
than 
Arlington Heights, in C^ok County, 
having a city manager the tax 
rate has increased an avenage of 
28 per cent from 1952 to 1954. These 
six communities are not named 
but he does single out Glenview, 
Homewood and Kenilworth as hor­ 
rible examples of tax rate increas­ 
es. 
* 
* * 
IN GLENVIEW, he stated, the 
village tax rate went up 65 per 
cent and this is about right. What 
Mr. Davis neglected to mention, 
however, is the fact that the li­ 
brary tax is included in this vil­ 
lage tax and Glenview has under 
construction 
a 
$200,000 • library 
building financed by a bond issue 
approved by the voters. The people 
of Glenview also voted for water 
main 
extensions 
and 
pumping 
plant improvements increasing the 
tax rate. Both of these projects, 
the library and the water plant 
improvements, were approved by 
a 5 to I vote. 
The 
second 
named 
village, 
Homewood, is charged with an in­ 
crease in the tax rate of 60 per 
cent over the 1952 rate. This in­ 
crease was in a large measure 
brought about through increased 
levies for roads and bridges and 
the inclusion of 
municipal 
em­ 
ployees under the Illinois Municpal 
Retirement 
Fund. 
Another 
fact 
which must be considered is the 
tremendous population increase of 
Homewood which rose from 5,900 
in 1950 to 10,600, determined by a 
special census in 1953. 
The th.-rd was Kenilworth with 
an increase in the tax rate of 30 
per cent over 1952. Again, it is ob­ 
vious that trustee Davis neglected 
t > ascertain the reason for the in­ 
crease. It was brought about by 
the increased cost of fire protec­ 
tion which is obtained under con­ 
tract with Winnetka, a larger po­ 
lice force and througn wage in­ 
creases for municipal employees. 
It must be kept in mind it is 
not the city manager who increas­ 
es the tax rate—it is done by the 
legislative 
branch—the 
village 
board or council or by the favor­ 
able vote of the people. Further, 
the question isn’t how high or low 
your rate is but rather how much 
service you are getting for you 
tax dollar.

TRUSTEE 
DAVIS 
mentioned 
that the manager form of govern­ 
ment is not a “cure-all” for any 
community’s 
complex 
problems 
and I believe he is entirely cor­ 
rect in this statement. The solu­ 
tion to these problems can only 
be accomplished by interested cit­ 
izens in 
a 
community 
through 
their duly elected representatives 
who should establish sound policies 
to be carried out by experts train­ 
ed in tne field of local government.

We can not 
vote it out before 1961 (4 years 
from the next municipal election) 
which is 4 years from April, 1957.
